It is not necesasry for me to determine 
that point, but I do say that if he did issue 
licenses any conditions annexed to them 
toust first have been approved and publish- 
ed ao that people might know to what they 
were engaging -thomselves. It appears to 
me from the wording of Section 12 that tke

If from a consideration of the whole ordin- 
ance I waa left in any doubt as to thein- 
tention and meaning of the Legislature I 
have a contémporancous exposition of that 
meaning in the form of Grant of the Opium 
Privilege. sanctioned by the. Governor in 
‘Council 2lst-May 1858, and published in 
tha Government Gasette of the 22nd.
